WASHINGTON, May 28 (AP)— 
The Government is expected to 
announce tonight ceiling price 
boosts of about a penny each for 
a wide range of food items. 

That’s how much the Office of 
Price Stabilization estimated the 
increases would obring to the 
grocer—although it said the na- 
tion’s food bill would go up about 
$100,000,000 a year under the new 
ceilings. 

These figures were challenged 
by four food distribution groups 
which said the adjustments would 
have little effect on prices. 

They said competition, not ceil- 
ings, decides prices. If food re- 
tailers had gotten all the price 
relief they have sought and could 
reflect this in their prices, they 
said, increases of food prices to 
consumers would be only about 5 
cents a week more per person, 

“OPS is using scare tactics in 
an effort to perpetuate controls,”

Meteor-Made Moon Tunnel, Hole 
In Sun Reported by Observers 


NEW YORK, May 28 (AP)— 
There seems to be a tunnel on 
the moon, apparently made by a 
meteor or shooting start. 

This tunnel has glassy walls, 
and is several miles long. 

The evidence of the tunnel dis- 
covery is reported today by H. H. 
Nininger, director of the Amer- 
ican Meteorite Museum, Winslow, 
Ariz., in Sky and Telescope, a 
leading journal on astronomy. 


Nininger suggests that a meteor | tod 


traveling 20 to 30 miles a second 
bored clear through a mountain- 
ous ridge several thousand feet 
high, It left craters on each side 


and presumably a wide, glassy- 
walled corridor through the ridge, 
connecting the two craters. The 
glaze came from thick moon dust 
or rubble that was melted and 
cooled to form a glazed cylinder 
by the passage of the meteor.

Agents of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation seized the 588 
machines being returned and 
many others in a series of raids 
in southern Illinois counties, in- 
cluding Madison and St. Clair 
counties adjacent to St. Louis. 
Permission is being sought from 
the United States District Court 
here to destroy 300 one-armed 
bandits confiscated in the same 
series of raids, Doyle said. 

Decisions, which Doyle said left 
no alternative but to return the 
machines, were given recently by 
United States district judges in 
Maryland, Kentucky and Louisi- 
ana.

You've de- 
centralized to a great and dan- 
gerous extent, but you can re- 
create at the core. 

“New York is the market, the 
central showroom, of the nation. 
What it lost in peanuts it made 
up in bananas. Let it be said of 
St. Louis, ‘Let’s go to St. Louis 
and have some fun,’ not ‘Let’s 
get out of St. Louis.’” 

This is a city with many white- 
collar workers, sharing in the 
modern short work week, Zeck- 
endorf pointed out, as part of his 
plea to make downtown a play 
place for the people and a focal 
point of art and culture. 

A Place for Play. 

“Put in 100 or 150 bowling 
alleys,” he advised.

POST OFFICE PAY. 
DELAYED PENDING 
OK ON FUND BILL 


Week — Union De 
mands Action. 


St.. Louis postal authorities 
have received orders to issue no 
more pay checks until a deficien- 
cy appropriations bill pending in 
Congress is passed, the Post-Dis- 
patch learned today. 

As a result, 9100 employes who 
are paid out of the St. Louis of- 
fice might not get their semi- 
menthly checks on schedule next 
week, 

In this group are 5600 local 
employes, 1500 rural carriers and 
2000 postal transport service 
workers. The semi-mohthly pay- 
roll totals more than $1,000,000. 
Local workers include about 2000 
clerks, 1300 letter carriers and 
smaller numbers of mail handlers, 
custodial employes, special de- 
livery messengers and other 
motor vehicle operators. 

Normal Pay Schedule. 

Checks are scheduled to be 
mailed to rural carriers Saturday. 
Local .workers would be paid 
Tuesday. 

“I am hopeful the matter will: 
be corrected before Saturday,” 
Postmaster Bernard F. Dickmann 
said today. “The post office has 
no control over the situation. We 
can do nothing until Congress 
approves the funds.” 

David . Larson, president of 
Local 8, AFL Natjonal Federation 
of Postoffice Clerks, which claims 
to represent about 14,00 workers 
here, said his organization was 
sending letters and telegrams to 
Congressmen protesting against 
any delay in approving the ap- 
propriations bill. 

‘Against Any Delay.’ 

“We are vigorously against any 
delay in giving us our checks,” 
Larson said. 

Postal authorities explained 
that passage of the deficiencybill 
is being delayed because of a 
congressional controversy over 
whether any of the funds can be 
used to carry out President Tru- 
man’s steel industry seizure. The 
bill, calling for an expenditure of 
$960,000,000, is for numerous pur- 
poses besides payment of postal 
employes’ salaries. 

The post office is forced to 
rely on am emergency appropria- 
tion this year because of a new 
law increasing postal workers’ 
wages and granting vacation ex- 
tensions. No provision for the 
increased expenditures was made 
in the regular post office appro-

The OPS order will authorize 
higher margins for all retail food 
stores — both chains and inde- 
pendents. 

OPS officials said the action is 
necessary because earnings of the 
grocers have declined. 

Foods Affected. 
Affected by the higher margins 
and ceilings will be some of the 
items in this wide range of foods: 
Dry cereals, canned vegetables 
and soups, pickles, vinegar, olives, 
most canned meats and processed 
fish such as smoked fish and her- 
ring, oleomargarine, cookies and 
crackers, frozen foods, jams and 
jellies, canned fruits and others. 
Tuna and salmon are not in- 
cluded. ‘ 

OPS officials said for the most 
part the increases would run 
about a penny per item. On 
some larger cans or items and on 
more expensive quality foods the 
higher margins can mean ceiling 
rises of two cents or slightly 
more. Although over-all margins 
will be higher, they said in some 
cases it may not mean an increase 
on an. individual item. 

The officials said the increases 
are being allowed on those items 
on which grocers figure they can 
get higher prices. They said mar- 
gins have not been changed on 
items that are selling well below 
ceiling —only on those’ items 
near or at ceilings. Those are 
the items for which they figure 
the public will pay more, an offi- 
cial said. OPS officials said the 
increases generally will come on 
those items which are in scarcer 
supply. They pointed to vege- 
tables as being in this class. The 
order is due to hike ceilings on 
most or all canned vegetables. 

An Interim Action. 

OPS said the present increases 
for retailers represent an interim 
action. The agency now is mak- 
ing a detailed survey of earnings 
for the food industry.

BOOMERANG IN MICHIGAN 
—Michigan Republicans are now 
stuck in their own election loop- 
hole, originally devised to trip up 
the Democrats. Several years ago 
they split the ballot in order to 
keep the state ticket from being 
submerged by F.D.R.’s quadren- 
nial landslides. The voters were 
thus given a chance to vote for 
F.D.R. on one ballot and for local 
G.O.P. candidates on the other.

Obstacle Course - 

Gen. Eisenhower, a short time before D-Day 
in 1944, went from his headquarters near Lon- 
don to Shrivenham, in the Vale of the White 
Horse, to: talk to a large number of military 
government officers. They weré an outstand- 
ing group of men, used to busy, active, pro- 
ductive lives, and they had grown restless with 
months of waiting. Gen. Eisenhower's visit was 
arranged to reassure them that their skills and 
talents soon would be needed. 

After a military review, the SHEAF com- 
mander talked to these officers, man to man, 
He told them that if they had any leisure they 
had better enjoy it while they could. .Then he 
sketched what lay ahead of them and assured 
them that their lives would soon be full to 
overflowing with duties and responsibilities. 

If Gen. Eisenhower himself is to have a 
breathing spell, he had better get it in as fast 
as‘he can. If he thinks he has been under the 
gun up to now, let him consider what his life 
will be like when he returns as a prospective 
candidate for the presidential nomination. 

The case of Senator Carlson is in point. The 
Kansas Republican is one of the strongest of 
Gen. Eisenhower’s backers. He has been a 
“spokesman” from time to time. Presumably 
he and Gen. Eisenhower see alike on major 
policy matters. 

Yet Gen. Eisenhower .and Senator Carlson 
appear to be far apart on cutting the foreign 
aid bill. The SHAPE commander believes that 
the United States must make good on its role 
as a world leader. 

For more than a year he bas been imple- 
menting the North Atlantic Treaty by develop- 
ing a common defense force in Europe. He 
knows that it is far less costly for the United 
States to assist in the building up of European 
divisions than to maintain the same number of 
troops of our own overseas. 

Contrast this stand by Gen. Eisenhower with 
that of his senatorial backer from the Sun- 
flower State. With the debate on the foreign 
aid bill reaching a critical stage in the Senate, 
Mr. Carlson took the floor to call for a $500,- 
000,000 reduction. Soon after he made his 
appeal the Senate rejected an amendment by 
Senator Welker of Idaho to cut foreign aid 
twice that much. 

This conflict. between Gen. Eisenhower and 
the director of his Washington office is one of 
several issues which need attention. Another is 
offshore oil. As a military man, Gen. Eisen- 
hower appreciates the importance of protecting 
for the national defense a!l oil reserves that may 
be urgently needed. Yet he has written a letter 
in which he appears to think that the coastal oil 
reserves should be turned over to some three 
states for exploitation. Answering a question 
put by the Dallas Morning News, the General 
said that he is opposed to “unfair exploitation 
of natural resources” and believes that “this can 
be done without federal ownership.” 

Gen. Eisenhower has had his troubles in his 
important assignment overseas. He deserves 
the country’s gratitude for his splendid military 
jobs brilliantly done. Now comes a new kind 
of testing—and it is not going to be easy. 

As he reorients he will have, so we believe, the 
sympathy and admiration of citizens generally 
regardless of political affiliation. 
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That Prairie Ponzi : 

Federal Judge Briggle has ruled at Spring- 
field, Ill., that Robert L. Knetzer, who inflated 
that wondrous automobile bubble some five 
years ago, must stay in jail. 

Whatever else may be said about Judge 
Briggle’s ruling, it is a protection to prospective 
“investors” who do not seem to know, notwith- 
standing all that has been printed in the news- 
papers, that Knetzer owes $2,400,000 to 600 
creditors who paid in advance for new cars and 
tractors which were never delivered. 

On the “furloughs” previously granted to 
Knetzer, the Illinois prairie Ponzi obtained 
funds from new “investors” to apply on his in- 
debtedness to the old. The complaints of these 
new clients produced still more charges. 

If Knetzer can scare up some of his own 
money from places of concealment well and 
good., It makes no sense to turn him loose to 
ply his old art of separating the unsuspecting 
from their cash. 
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Three Ills, One Cure 


Belgium could use a Point IV program of its 
own, it is evident from a special study just pub- 
lished by the National Bank of Belgium. Bel- 
gium sells to the other countries of Europe so 
much more than it buys from them that a seri- 
ous strain has been put on the European Pay- 
ments Union. Only with the publication of the 
National Bank’s study has the true reason for 
this troublesome state of affairs become evident. 

The source of the trouble is not in the imme- 
diate neighborhood of Brussels but in Belgium’s 
African territories of the Congo and Ruanda- 
Urundi, which sell to European countries other 
than Belgium and Luxembourg about $70,000,000 
a year more than they buy back. At the same 
time the Congo and Ruanda-Urundi are back- 
ward areas badly in need of development. 

Some Belgian Point 1V activity in these Afri- 
can territories, by way of capital goods needed 
for economic development, could ease the opera- 
tions of the European Payments Union and give 
West European countries much-needed new ex- 
port markets at the same time that two back- 
ward areas were being brought forward. If trou- 
bles never come singly, surely this is an illus- 
tration of how one good move leads to another! 
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Democrats Down the Middle 


Prospects for a Missouri primary free-for- 
all were good before the State Democratic 
Convention. ‘Now a mad scramble for office 
seems inevitable. 

The Jefferson City convention split the party 
down the middle. This was evident in some 
bitter speeches by rival candidates and the 
mingled boos and cheers which greeted them. 
But the real contest for power came in the 
election of Mark Holloran of St. Louis as Na- 
tional Committeeman. 

Holloran defeated Sidney Salomon Jr. of St. 
Louis by 567% votes to 470%. His victory 
was a new mark of the statewide ambition of 
Sheriff Thomas F, Callanan and Morris Shenker 
in St. Louis. Their combihe upset the alliance 
of Kansas City’s Jim Pendergast, Richard Nacy 
of Jefferson City and J. V. Conran, the Bootheel 
boss. } 

But the Shenker-Callanan forces cannot crow 
too much. While Holloran got 187 votes from 
St. Louis, he got more than twice as many out- 
state. He could not have won without this 
help. Much of it represented a resentment of 
the Pendergast-Nacy-Conran crew. The 
ance was swung by Democrats who were op- 
posed to one set of bosses, and may be equally 
opposed to another. i 

All this is a portent of political back-biting 
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and horse-trading to come. Division will be 
particularly apparent if all congressional can- 
didates finally have to be nominated at large. 
For there are 49 of them on the Democratic side 
chasing 11 places on the ballot. 

When this happened in 1932, Tom Pendergast 
was able to nominate a whole congressional 
slate, by cementing his block of Kansas City 
votes into some slick outstate trades. But Boss 
Tom had things pretty much his own way in 
the party in those days. Now tHere are two 
combines at work to do the trading. 

This situation may, reduce the possibility of 
machine control of the congressional slate. On 
the other hand the voters may never be able 
to find out surely which candidate is attached 
to what would-be boss.

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Close Call in Rome 


Premier De Gasperi still has his man in 


Rome’s city hall, but it was a close call—close . 


not only for the Premier’s Christian Demo- 
crats, but also for the State Department which 
is counting on that party to keep Italy in the 
Western line-up of nations. And the Vatican, 
within Rome but not of it, must also have found 
the Roman sunshine’ more goldén after the vote- 


counters announced that the. Communist candi- - 


date had run only a strong second best. 


As expected, thesrevived Fascists really were 
the chief troublemakers. They | 
votes in Rome against a mere 50,000 four 
years ago. The Communists increased -their 
margin over that of four years ago by only 
about 50,000 votes. The Christian Democrats’ 
total of 384,020, however, was almost 70,000 
under their 1948 figure. 

Elsewhere the Christian Democrats had even 
more to worry about. They lost Naples, Bari, 
Foggia and Salerno to the Fascists and their 
Monarchist friends. But-even though the re- 
sults from the provinces have been trickling 
in only slowly, the Christian Democrats’ as- 
cendency still seems safe. By the time all the 
counting is done, the Communists may find 
they have been replaced as the second most 
powerful party by the Fascists, who are again 
boldly shouting the praises of Muss@lini. 

These were local elections. The results have 
no direct bearing on the national government 
and Italian foreign policy. They indicate that 
Premier De Gasperi’s party has something con- 
siderably less than the unanimous support of 
the Italian people. But then, the Pinay coali- 
tion in Paris, the Conservatives in London and 
the Democrats in Washington cannot claim to 
represent a unanimous France, Britain or Amer- 
ica. Unanimity is for dictatorships. 

Nevertheless it is not very happy-making 
that a great many people in Italy—perhaps a 
majority—feel that Stalin and Mussolini are 
political propnets to %e followed. 
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Wages Tied to Rates 

The Western Union strike lasted for 52 days, 
and the settlement which ended it provides that 
wage increases or reduction of the work-week 
are to be conditional upon a grant of increased 
rates by the FCC. 

The settlement was engineered by Govern- 
ment mediators, and the decision on increased 
rates will be made by a Government agency. 
The tying of wages to rates therefore has some- 
thing of the status of a Government policy in 
the case of Western Union. 


This represents an interesting departure from 
the policy applied up to now in the steel con- 
troversy. Most of the steel firms, of course, are 
probably better able to pay higher wages than 
Western Union. But whatever may finally be 
determined on that score, the Administration's 
policy has been that the steel industry should 
first accept the Wage Stabilization Board’s wage 
proposals and then apply for a price increase. 
All attempts to tie any part of the wage settle- 
ment to a price settlement have been resisted. 

How is the Administration now going to per- 
suade the steel industry that it is not entitled 
to the same treatment Western Union receives? 
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Late Word on Road Damage 

Maybe it is not polite to mention the fight 
when victory has been won, but highway engi- 
neers have now published data to prove that 
big trucks damage roads, and the bigger the 
trucks, the more the damage. The Missouri 
Legislature assumed that much in fighting off 
the truckers’ lobby and raising truck fees. 

Now some returns are in from the Maryland 
road tests. These cost $246,000 and were 
financed by 11 states. Engineers put trucks 
to shuttling back and forth on a test road strip 
for six months, 50 minutes every hour, 24 hours 
a day. One set of test lanes endured 476,000 
trips. And, in part, this is what was found: 

A truck with a 22,400-pound axle load cracked 
the cement slab 6.4 times more than a truck 
with an 18,000-pound load. 

On trucks with two sets of rear axles and 
wheels, 44,800-pound loads did 12.3 times as 
much cracking as 32,000-pound loads. 

In short, a truck with twice as much weight 
as another does considerably more than twice 
as much damage. 

The implications of this experiment work in 
two directions.- Since trucking is an essential 
industry, highways must be built to carry the 
trucks. Many present roads are too weak. 

But, as the Legislature decided, truck loads 
have to be limited and fees ought to be based 
on the loads. Certainly the truckers will have 
to pay a fair share for using or abusing the 
public highways. 
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Mr. Bader’s Opportunity 

Excise Commissioner Bader’s current crack- 
down on 26 South Broadway tavern operators 
is pointed and proper. Inspection of the estab- 
lishments has disclosed so many apparent liquor 
law violations that he questions the right of 
the operators to stay in business. And on top of 
this, instances of alleged flouting of the city’s 
fire, safety, building, plumbing and dance hall 
regulations have been brought to light. 

What will occur to more than one St. Louisan, 
however, is that Mr. Bader had to be prodded 
into action by Public Safety Director Dyer. 
Like more than one municipal official, Mr. 
Bader suffers from a small staff and a big 
problem. In such a situation one or two tav- 
erns may well escape close supervision. But 
when as many as 26 are involved it indicates 
supervision is far less than adequate. 

The tavern keepers will have an opportunity 
to show cause why their licenses should not be 
revoked. But if they are unable to prove that 
the inspection reports are inaccurate, they ought 
to be closed up for good. Any lesser penalty 
would be a joke. Indeed it would be official 
notice to other operators that the worst they 
could expect from Mr. Bader would be a slap 
on the wrist. Will he meet the challenge?

There was an item in the papers the 
other day that Adolph Rupp, University 
of Kentucky basketball coach, had with- 
drawn from a Texas coaching clinic “to 
avoid further discussion of the issue in 
Texas.” It’s nice to know that Adolph 
finally has had a pang of conscience. 


Judge Saul Streit pointed the finger at 
Rupp in a scathing denunciation of athletic 
policies at Lexington, The diatribe came 
virtually on the eve 
of the Kentucky Der-- 
by and almost drove 
the hoss race off 
the front pages of 
Louisville »/newspa- 
pers. Prior to that 
it had been believed 
that nothing could 
budge the Derby, in- 
cluding a news story 
of the end of the 
world. 

But the Baron ig- 
nored it. In his hard- 
boiled fashion he 
continued to tour 
the high school ban- 
quet circuit on the prowl for dribble pros- 
pects. He. made an inane and feeble 
crack at all reform movements in ath- 
letics, concluding with this priceless gem, 
“I’m in favor of de-emphasizing de-em- 
phasis.” 

That sort of stuff was more or less 
expected of Rupp. But interested side-line 
observers had hoped that the university 
authoritieS would take notice of the true 
situation. at Lexington in their formal 
reply to Judge Streit’s accusations.

Judge’s Searing Condemnation 


But Kentucky spent more time in at- 
tacking Judge Streit than in pledging re- 
forms. It gave no hint that it would start 
by clipping Rupp’s wings at least. The 
New York jurist minced no words while 
sentencing three former Kentucky bas- 
ketball players for their part in the fixing 
scandal. He said that Rupp “must share 
the responsibility” for the actions of his 
players and blasted him as no coach in 
memory has been blasted. 


_ The official Kentucky answer was no 
answer at all. It even begged the issue 
in one point by saying that Judge Streit 
had failed to be critical of organized 
gambling in New York or of Madison 
Square Garden. Overlooked was the fact 
that the judge had sizzled both in a 
previous report. Overlooked also was the 
fact that fixed games not only were rigged 
in New York but also in New Orleans, 
Lexington, Louisville and Little Rock. 
No one was more pious than the Baron 
of Lexington when the basketball scan- 


dals first broke. He said that “my boys 


couldn't be touched with a ten-foot pole.”. 


Apparently the bribers used an eleven- 
foot pole. They touched them all right. 


Even then Rupp didn’t break down and 
weep in bitter disillusionment. Instead he 
made the most remarkable statement ever 
attributed to any “molder of character.” 
He said that his boys should not be cen- 
sured severely. Unlike the Black Sox, they 
didn’t throw games, “They merely shaved 
points.” 


It was only a slight case of murder. How 
can any man of integrity, character or 
morality say such a thing? That would 
seem to this observer to demonstrate his 
unfitness far more than his proselyting, 
his professionalizing of his amateurs or 
every unwholesome practice he followed 
to gain his own selfish ends. 


The Baron Who Ran Hog Wild 


Unsavory, too, was Judge Streit’s accu- 
sation that Rupp was conscious of the 
point spread on all games. Nor was it to 
the coach’s credit that he had gone to a 
New York night club in company with a 
known gambler and let the gambler pick 
up the check. Also present at that time 
was Albert Benjamin Chandler, then the 
high commissioner of baseball, who never 
would let a ball player consort with gam- 
blers. It does no credit to him, either, 
but Happy no longer is of any concern 
here. 

Unlike one of the other schools involved 
in the basketball scandals, Kentucky never 
has been what sportswriters call “a boiler 
factory.” It always has been a college of 
high reputation scholastically and other- 
wise. But it named Rupp as its chief priest 
in its idolatry of the golden calf. It had 
better return to the true faith forthwith. 


The Baron ran hog wild. It’s easy to 
see now why he was such a successful 
coach. He bought his players. 

Until this terrifying mess was uncov- 
ered, Rupp had seemed to be a brazen 
but amusing man. Folks snickered when 
he had the doorway to his office built 
6 feet 144 inches from the floor and when 
he jocularly declared: “If a boy don't 
bump his head on the door, I don't even 
shake hands with him.” 


They smiled when he announced that 
he as a professor gave all his players “A” 
marks in examinations in Advanced Bas- 
ketball, a convenient elective. “If I don't 
mark ‘em good,” he explained, “it proves 
I'm a bad teacher.” 

But Rupp’s feeble witticisms bring 
snickers no longer. Kentucky still hasn't 
answered Judge Streit’s charges. When 
they are answered, though, it should be 
with action, not words. 


Rollin Kirby: A Historian With the Cartoon

Rollin Kirby, who died May 8 in New 
York at the age of 76, was more than a 
cartoonist. The scope of his work and 
interests made him a social historian at a 
fascinating period of our history. 


A recent exhibition of his work held in 
the Museum of the City of New York 
summed up the history of a generation, 
starting with woman suffrage and chroni- 
cling the advent of prohibition, stock mar- 
ket hysteria, depression and the second 
coming of war. 


Kirby characters in these drawings be- 
came household symbols almost without 
our realizing it. His Tammany figures 
epitomized for New Yorkers the shabby 
political morality that ruled their town. 
He was a consistent enemy of prohibition 
and this tall, fanatical, cold-eyed dry be- 
came a national symbol. 

He had a deep respect for the medium 
in which he worked and for the power of 
ideas. His work will long endure as an 
example of the cartoonist’s power to re- 
cord history and to influence it.

To Mr. Kirby the idea was three-quar- 
ters of a cartoon, and the art of his craft 
was, in h& words, “the art of driving the 
message home.” He chafed at anything 
that tended to soften the impact of a car- 
toon, whether policy, compromise or even 
humor. His work had its lighter side, and 
also the grimness of the fighter. 


Despite his insistence on the importance 
of the idea, much of Rollin Kirby's effec- 
tiveness derived from his mastery of a 
personal style. He was well trained, in 
New York’s Art Students’ League and in 
Paris, where he studied under James Mc- 
Neill Whistler and learned to know and 
to follow the great tradition of Daumier 
and Forain. After an interlude as an il- 
lustrator, he found his true metier as a 
cartoonist, contributing to several news- 
papers at various times, put winning his 
greatest fame in the New York World. 

Three times he was awarded a Pulitzer 
prize for his work; he was an indubitable 
force in helping shape the public opinion 
of a generation.

“Like a red thread through my expose 
there was the certainty that Britain, aftér 
her numerous diplomatic defeats of past 
years and after her desertion of Negus, 
Schuschnigg and Benes, would be anxious 
to prove her loyalty to treaties, her 
strength, and her good name... Again 
and again I was occupied with the thought 
whether Hitler and Ribbentrop really bef 
lieved ghat Britain, contrary to the oblis 
gations which she had undertaken, woul 
not come to Poland's aid in the event of a 
German attack...” +. 


We know now that Hitler and Ribben- 
trop believed then Britain would not 
fight, and that they were wrong. 

Von Dirksen’s memoirs are tragic foot- 
notes to the events that followed. By all 
evidence his is an honest statement by 
his own lights. He remains a “patriotic” 
German, and sees not much beyond Ger- 
many’s self-interest. 

That he did try to convince Hitler that 
Britain would fight is made clear in cap- 
tured German documents, published by 
Soviet Russia. , 

In Moscow and Tokyo, as well as in 
London, von Dirksen sought to promote 
the interests of Germany. He defined 
those interests in power terms, as did 
Hitler, though he does not appear to have 
approved of all of the methods Hitler 
used. « 

This is not to excuse the de-Nazified 
German diplomatist. He is, however, an 
intelligent man, whose reccrd adds sub- 
stantially to the history of a period. There 
is human interest in it, also, but this ts 
incidental. His book will be of interest 
chiefly to historians.

The crux of the matter is that 
both France and Great Britain 
are so overextended outside of 
continental Europe that they can- 
not on present prospects, with the 
resources available to them, play 
the part they are supposed to 
play in NATO and with respect 
to the’ European army. Unless 
radical measures are taken to re- 
store French and British power 
fn continental Europe, the Ger- 
mans—who have no obligations 
outside of Europe—will be pre- 
dominant within the West Euro- 
pean system. 

France is unable to support the 
war in Indochina and at the same 
time to form an army in Europe 
equal in size and training to the 
proposed German army. We have 
already been put on notice con- 
fidentially that France must be 
relieved of a large part of the 
burden of the Indochinese war 
within the coming months—pre- 
sumably when the next Adminis- 
tration takes over. Failing that, 
the French collaboration in the 
global policy of containment will 
break down somewhere in Asia 


or in Europe. 

Britain, too, is greatly over-ex- 
tended—what with Hong Kong, 
Malaya, Egypt, Germany, and the 
rearmament program. Without 
more support from this country, 
the British are bound—it would 
appear unavoidably bound—to re- 
duce their military commitments. 

And if, as is now apparently the 
intention in Bonn, the. German 
contribution to European defense 
is, after July 1953, to be spent 
for the German forces and not for 
the British and the French, then 
we shall find that we are asked 
to decide whether the British 
shall reduce their forces some- 
where—in Germany or in the 
Middle East or in Asia—or 
es we will increase our sub- 
. 


Germany on Top? 


These are very large issues 
which will require “ high» states- 
manship and also serious sacri- 
fices on our part. For if we 
failed to deal with the problem 
of the French and the British, the 
NATO alliance would disintegrate 
because France and Great Brit- 
ain would be unable to play their 
parts in it. 

This would leave Western Ger- 
many in an extraordinary posi- 
tion. With the strongest army and 
the strongest economy in Western 
Europe, the Germans would be 
bound by the agreements they 
have just signed to the principle 
that they cannot—without the 
unanimous consent of their allies 
—use their power and influence 
to serve the German interest in 
‘unification, territorial revision 
and economic relations with Asia. 

All of this imputes to the Ger- 
man nation a passion for self-sac- 
rifice in the interest of others 
that it would not be prudent to 
count upon. It will be safer to 
Suppose that any German govern- 
ment will be swept out of office 
unless it uses the German power 
and influence for German na- 
tional ends. 

That is why the German So- 
cialists are so nationalist. They 
realize that any German govern- 
ment which recovers power must 
—since Germany is partitioned 
and dismembered—be nationalist, 
The Social Democrats are hoping

control the national power of the 
German nation, 


Will Russia Wait? 


How does the Soviet Union 
come into all this? For the time 
being, one might say, not at all. 
The agreements have been ‘signed 
on the assumption, first, that the 
Soviet Union is playing a long 
game and that it will not act 
catastrophically now, and second, 
on the assumption that the real 
issues within the alliance, within 
Germany, and with the Soviet 
Union must be put off until after 
the American election.

TRUMAN SAYS FAT 


N GOD LEADS TO PEACE 


Tells Presbyterian Assembly 
Religion Is Source of 
American Strength. 


NEW YORK, May 28 (AP) — 

President Truman said yesterday 
that ‘“‘with faith in God and trust 
fn our fellow man,” Americans 
will win permanent peace. 
In a message to the 164th an- 
nual General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church in the U.S.A., 
he said: 

“The religious feeling of the 
American people is one of our 
sources of national strength—a 
strength we are now mobilizing 
together with the other free 
peoples of the world in defense 
of our cherished ideals of liberty 
and justice. 

“With faith in God and trust 
in our fellow man, we can not fail 
to attain the hope of all mankind 
—lasting peace and universal jus- 
tice.” 

The. message was read by the 
Rev. Jean S. Milner of India- 
napolis. 

The assembly adopted a resolu- 
tion “vigorously protesting” what 
it called “violent persecution” of 
Protestants on “grounds of re- 
ligious belief and practice” in Co- 
lombia, South America. 

The resolution put most of the 
blame for the “denial of re- 
ligious freedom” to Colombian 
Protestants on “fanatical Roman 
Catholic priests, some of them 
Spaniards.” It added that many 
Colombian Roman Catholics re- 
pudiated the deeds. 

The resolution, prepared for 
presentation to top American of- 
ficials, calls for action by the 
Colombian Government and the 
Vatican in the matter. 

The church’s foreign missions 
committee reported that lack of 
funds had caused serious cuts in 
the foreign missions program, and 
further cuts may be required. 

The Rev. Peter K. Emmons of 
Scranton, Pa., a member of the 
foreign missions board, said that 
missions abroad were “the real 
answer to Communism,” but that 
the work was being throttled. 

“We can’t close up this work 
in a world like ours,” he said. 

The report said that the num- 
ber of Presbyterian missionaries 
had dropped from 1606 in 1927 to 
‘1045 now.

Three Rhee Aids Summoned. 


The Assembly summoned three 
Rhee aids, All sent messages that 
they were busy. The lawmakers 
decided to wait for them, but 
finally ended their sitdown when

It was another round {fn the 
struggle for power between Rhee 
and the Assembly. The feud has 


created a political crisis that 
prompted Gen. James A. Van 
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Fleet, United States Eighth Army

dramatic eyewitness account of 


the April 10 riot on Koje—an 


_after-dark nightmare in which at 


Jeast four Korean guards and

_ were killed and at least six 
| guards and 57 Reds were injured. 

McGuire described the prison- 
ers on Koje as “defiant, danger- 
‘ous troublemakers, who turned 
even the benefits we gave them 
into , Propaganda and their own 
use.’ 

Reds Intimidate Others.

McGuire won the Silver Star 
for gallantry in action in the 
Battle of the Bulge in Worid War 
Il. His feet were frozen in the 
battle. 

Both before and after World 
War II he was with the New 
York State Department of Correc- 
tion in Attica state prison. 

“What is the main difference 
in the handling of prisoners at 
Koje as compared with the han- 
dling of prisoners at Attica?” Mc- 
Guire was asked. 

“The main difference.” he re- 
plied, “is that at Attica the pris- 
oners are treated as prisoners.” 


$137,500 DAMAGES FOR AIR 
SCHOOL AGAINST MAGAZINE 


Clyde E. Brayton, who has 
operated a flight service and avi- 
ation school at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field for many years, was award- 
ed damages of $100,000 last night 
by a jury in United States District 
Court in New York City in a libel 
suit against Collier’s Magazine. 

In addition, his company, Bray- 
ton Flying Service, Inc., was 
awarded damages of $37,500. The 
verdict was against Crowell-Col- 
lier Publishing Co., publisher of 
the weekly magazine. 

The suit was based on alleged 
false statements made about Bray- 
ton and the school in an article 
on aviation training of former 
service men under the postwar 
G.I. educational program.

A seizure order impounding 
5418 cans of frozen strawberries 
on the basis of allegation by fed- 
eral food inspectors that some of 
the cans contain decomposed 
strawberries, was issued today by 
United States District Judge 
George H. Moore.

The berries, a petition filed by 
the United States Attorney's office 
stated, were shipped from Bald 
Knob, Ark., this month to a freez 
ing plant at West Plains, Mo., for 
the account of the Sunshine Pack- 
ing Co., a Pennsylvania firm. The 
berries then were shipped to the 
Mound City Ice and Storage Co., 
3000 North Ninth street, the peti- 
tion said. Each of the cans con- 
tains about 30 pounds of berries. 
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FOUR POLICEMEN TO TAKE 
COURSE FOR DRIVING TESTS 


Four St. Louis police officers 
will take a course next week to 
prepare themselves for giving 
tests under the state's new driv- 
ers’ license law, Police Chief 
Jeremiah O'Connell announced 
today. 

Those named were Cpl. Edward

Revette, Albert Starbart§ and 
Robert Schretz. Begley and 
Schretz are attached to the Pen- 
rose district, Revette and Star- 
bart to the traffic division. 

The police officers will take a 
10-day course at Sedalia, Mo., 
starting Monday, under the direc- 
tion of Olen B. Curtis, state di- 
rector of automobile registration. 
The new testing system, requir-

DOCTOR DISCUSSES REMEDIES 
FOR HISTAMINIC HEADACHES 


The best treatment thus far 
developed for the histaminic type 
of headache seems to be desen- 
sitization with injections of hista- 
mine, but even after providing 
relief for several years this treat- 
ment may fail, Dr. Bayard fT. 
Horton, Mayo Clinic medical con- 
sultant, reported here last night. 

Experiments in treating this 
type of headache were reviewed 
in a lecture before the St. Louis 
Academy of General Practice. 

Surgical removal of cranial 
nerves has been performed with 
some degree of success; and ad- 
ministration of cortisone also has 
brought some improvement in 
some cases, Dr. Horton said. 
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ELECTRIC. CONFERENCE 
URGES PUBLIC POWER 


Delegates Begin Canvass of 
Congress to Get Support 
for Program. 


. WASHINGTON, May 28 (UP)— 
Delegates to the electric consum- 
ers conference wound up a two- 
day meeting today and started 
buttonholing congressmen to en- 
list support for public power proj- 
ects. 

Representatives of 14 civic, 
farm, labor and rural electrifica- 
tion association co-operatives held 
a final breakfast session to dis- 
cuss problems involved in getting 
“better power service throughout 
the nation.” Then they headed 
for capitol hill. 


The conference called for in- 
creased power production at low- 
est possible rates. If private in- 
dustry is unwilling or unable to 
do the job, the delegates said, the 
Government should handle the 
task. 

Walter P. Reuther, president of 
the CIO United Auto Workers, 
told the 500 delegates last night 
that private power companies 
have been guilty of “incredible 
stupidity” and greed in trying to 
turn the nation’s power system 
back to “the dark days of un- 
bridled monopoly and the shame- 
less rape of natural resources.” 

“Privately owned electric mo- 
nopolies gear their operations to 
high rates and protected profits,” 
Reuther said. “They have lacked 
faith in the potential enterprise 
of our country and have choked 
off expansion in vast areas where 
abundant supplies of cheap power 
could have stimulated growth.” 

Representative George A. Don- 
dero (Rep.), Michigan, meanwhile 
demanded a congressional investi- 
gation of the eanference and its 
officers and sponsors. He said 
the meeting was a “pressure 
group public stunt to save, if 
possible, appropriations for the 
Department | of Interior for fed- 
eral power.” 

The conference of 14 labor, 
farm, electric co-operative and 
public power organizations agreed 
yesterday to set up an “electric 
consumers conference committee” 
in Washington as a lobby for 
public power. 

President Truman told the con- 
ference in a speech Monday that 
private power companies are 
spending millions of dollars in a 

“vicious” campaign against public 
power. 

He said a concerted campaign 
of facts by the consumer groups 
would “stand them on _ their 
heads.” The move for a continu- 
ing organization apparently was 
at least partially a response to 
that suggestion. 


ESCAPED MENTAL PATIENT 


HELD IN KILLING OF THREE 


LEESBURG, Va., May 28 (AP) 
—A woman and two men, one of 
them an airline pilot, were killed 
last night in a lonely farming sec- 
tion near here. An escaped men- 
tal patient was arrested and 
charged with murder. 

Accused of the killings is Mau- 
rice Ray Fox, 39 years old, of 
Arcola, Va., who ‘escaped two 
weeks ago from a mental insti- 
tution at Staunton, Va. 

The victims were William Fitz- 
hugh Fox, 70, his father; Robert 
O’Connor. 34, Falls Church, Va.. 
a pilot for Capital Airlines, and 
Lillian L. Hove, 34, Alexandria, 
Va. 

Miss Hove had been bludgeoned 
to death. The two men were 
killed with a shotgun. 


COUNTY HEALTH HEAD REPORTS 
FEW REFUSE DUMP VIOLATIONS 


Dr. Herbert R. Domke, St. 
Louis County Health Commis- 
sioner, expressed the opinion that 
existing regulations pertaining to 
refuse dumps in unincorporated 
areas of the county are enforce- 
able and are complied with by 
98 per cent of refuse haulers at 
a public hearing last night at 
Clayton, 

The hearing, held in the court- 
house, was called to discuss a 
proposed regulatory ordinance. 

About 50 members of the Home 
Service and Haulers Association 
of St. Louis County attended. 
The haulers requested assurance 
that the dumps, in unpopulated 
areas, be “frozen” in their pres- 
ent locations, as a_ protection 
against movements to remove 
them in the event subdivisions 
are created in those sections. 


CLAUSE ON RIGHT TO LIFE 
WRITTEN IN U.N, PROPOSAL 
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UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., May 
28 (‘(AP)—The United Nations 
Commission on Human Rights 
yesterday rewrote in its proposed 
covenant on political and civil 
rights a clause declaring eyery- 
one has the right to life, under 
protection of the law. 

Because their countries do not 
have the death penalty, Uruguay 
voted against the article and 
Sweden abstained. They said they 
do not like a clause in the article 
which permits death sentences 
“for the most serious crimes.” 

It was the first article adopted 
in a new attempt to write a po- 
litical-civil rights pact. The com- 
mission finished work last week 
on the first draft of a social- 
economics rights pact. 


1,2 BILLION ROAD-BUILDNG 
BILL APPROVED BY HOUSE 


WASHINGTON. May 28 (AP)— 
The House passed and sent to the 
Senate today a $1,276,200,000 
road-building bill. Passage was by 
a standing vote of 191 to 30. It 
came after a motion to send the 
bill back to committee lost by a 
standing vote of 149 to 36. 

The main fight was over inclu- 
sion of funds for continued work 
on the Rama road in Nicaragua. 
The House cut the allotment rec- 
ommended for the Rama project 
from $8,000,000 to $4,000,000. It 
is for a two-year period. 


Ralph Bellamy Heads Equity. 

NEW YORK, May 28 (AP)— 
Actor Ralph Bellamy has been 
elected president of Actors Equity 
Association, an AFL affiliate, for 
a term of three years. 


SIREETLIGHT TRUST 
S FINED $69,000 


Largest Penalties Imposed on 
General Electric, Westing- 
house, Canton (O.) Firm, 


CLEVELAND, May 28 (AP)—A 
federal judge has levied fines 
totaling $69.000 against firms and 
individuals accused of monopoliz- 
ing the $10,000,000-a-year busi- 
ness of streetlight manufacturing. 

The fines, believed the largest 
ever ordered in a Cleveland anti- 
trust criminal case, followed no 
contest pleas yesterday to an in- 
dictment returned here Nov. 12, 
1948. 

United States District Judge 
Emerich B. Freed imposed the 
largest fines—$15,000 each--on 
the General Electric Co., the | 
Westinghouse Electric Corp. and | 
the Union Metal Manufacturing | 
Co. of Canton, O,. 

Judge Freed also signed a de- 
cree in a civil aspect of the case. 
It orders the defendants to re- 
pudiate exclusive dealing with 
one another and outlaws price- 
fixing. 

Two manufacturers named in 
the original indictment did not 
figure in the pleadings. The Helo- 
phane Co., Inc., of New York. 
major supplier of glass devices 
for streetlights, stuck to its plea 
of not guilty, and that case still 
pends. The Line Material Co. of 
Milwaukee went out of existence 
in 1949 by merging with McGrow 
Electric Co. of Elgin, Ill. The 
firm’s lawyers successfully argued 
that it should be dropped as a 
defendant. 

The Government charged that 
General Electric, Westinghouse 
and Line Material had produced 
90 per cent of the nation’s street 
lighting equipment of which mu- 
nicipalities are the principal buy- 
ers. The two main suppliers of 
parts for standards and lights, 
it said, were Union Metal, which 
made the poles, and Helophane, 
The two parts makers in turn 
agreed to sell only to the three 
big producers, it was charged.

Freed were: 

W. F. White, general manager 
of Westinghouse’s street lighting 
division here, $5000; E. C. Huer- 
kamp, sales manager in the same 
division at the time of the origi- 
nal investigation, $2500: A. F. 
Dickerson of Lynn, Mass., gen- 
eral manager of G.E.’s lighting 
division, $5000; F. D. Crowther of 
Lynn, sales manager of the divi- 
sion, $2500; Dale H. Swanson of 
Milwaukee, vice president of Line 
Material, 
sales manager of that firm. $1000. 

A Union Metal subsidiary, Pa- 
cific Union Metal Co. of Los 
Angeles, was fined $3000.

SAYS NATO ADMIRAL 


PARIS, May 28 (UP)—United 
States Adm. Lynde D. McCormick, 
Allied commander for the Atlan- 
tic, warned today that his de- 
fenses against submarine attack 
are “dangerously low” and pro- 
duction of the necessary weapons 
is insufficient. 


“We can by no means discount 
the efficiency of the Soviet naval 
and maritime forces,” he told 
newspaper men at a briefing on 
his first visit to North Atlantic 
Treaty headquarters. 

*Enemy submarines, the admiral 
said, would be the chief threat in 
the Atlantic in event of war. 


“Regarding the numbers of anti- 
submarine surface craft and air- 
craft, we are dangerously low,” 
McCormick said. “I am very glad 
there has been an extension in 
the production of such weapons 
in the NATO countries but I feel 
this increase still is not suffi- 
cient.” 

However, he said, “‘we have ad- 
vanced considerably in anti-sub- 
marine warfare—which is keeping 
up with the increasing submarine 
threat.” 


BERTRAND RUSSELL SUED 
BY THIRD WIFE FOR DIVORCE 


LONDON, May 28 (AP)—A pe- 
tition for divorce from Lord Bert- 
rand Russell, famed philosopher 
and Nobel prize winner in litera- 
ture, was filed here today by his 
third wife, Countess Russell. Lord 
Russell observed his eightieth 
birthday on May 18. 

Russell's third wife, Patricia 
Helen Spence, for a long time was 
his. assistant in literary work. 
They were married in 1936 and a 
son. Sebastian Robert, was born 
in 1937. His two earlier mar- 
riages ended in divorce. 

Countess Russell's action is un- 
defended, and gave no grounds.

we NEW YORK, May 28.

LET’S LEAVE IT at that for a moment and turn 
to another survey. The National Association of 
Radio and Television Broadcasters pDaid the bills 
for this one. The conclusion sought—and I mean 
just that—was exactly opposite to that of the 
N.C.A.A. The broadcasters wanted to prove that 
TV didn’t hurt the gate—and darned if they didn’t 
prove just that. In fact, this survey proved that 
football attendance was better in television areas 
than in non-television areas, leading to the sus- 
picion that TV helped the gate rather than hurt it. 


What are we to make of those diametrically op- 
pasite conclusions from two research outfits dealing 
in*the same situation? My feeling is that we ought 
to-switch them around, that the broadcasters ought 
to-hire the National Opinion Research Center and 
the foetball association ought to hire the other out- 
fit, each of them to disprove conclusively what they 
have already proved conclusively. 


* * * 

THIS DOESN’T MEAN that the researchers are 
not adequate to their tasks; it means, instead, that 
they are entirely too adequate. They can, as I say, 
prove anything with any set of facts. One research 
man. — who shall be nameless — was given the 
N.C.A.A. survey which, as I said, stated conclusively 
that attendance losses were very much greater in 
television areas than in non-TV areas. This man’s 
conclusions were an indictment not only of this 
survey but, it seems to me, of all surveys. 


“Very difficult to give the truth in any situation. 
In absence of truth, intuition is oftentimes used.” 
(Well, well! I’ve always rather suspected that it 
was intuition that put Milton Berle on top of the 
rating list and intuition that dethroned him.) Here 
are a few of the other comments: “Unorthodox in 
certain research presentations.” “Certain infer- 
ences and deductions impermissible and intemper- 
ate.” “Alternative viewpoint equally permissible 
from same data.” 

That last statement alone—namely, that a re- 
searcher could draw absolutely opposite conclu- 
sions from the same data—is fairly startling. But 
then the whole thing is pretty startling. A man 
has to think back to 1948 when Mr. Gallup had 
President Truman conclusively and irrevocably de- 
feated for re-election to get the full flavor of this 
disagreement over televising football. 


* * * 

THE BROADCASTERS ASSOCIATION points 
out that the decline in football attendance in 1950 
could very well be accounted for by the decline in 
enrollment in the colleges. While the football sit- 
uation is far from settled, the affect of television 
on baseball attendance seems to be far worse this 
year than last. “Variety” reports that gate receipts 
have been so far off that the major leagues would 
dearly love to drop home game television if they 
could. But they are tied to television through 1953 
by contract. After that, there may be come drastic 
changes or even complete elimination of television, 
at least of the home games.

Plan Picnic 


Meal Either 
Inside or Out

F YOU are planning a picnic 

meal, it would be just as well 

to choose a menu that can be 
served either indoors or outdoors. 
If the weather doesn’t smile, the 
meat that we had planned to 
use as hamburgers may be used 
just the same either in cakes or 
in a loaf. The halved tomatoes 
will grill under the broiler of 
the kitchen range. Potato chips 
are ready for etiher type of meal. 
The rolls may be split and toasted 
or heated, or we may like to make 
up a. batch of hot biscuits for 
home service. Perhaps you would 
like to add a little grated cheese 
to the dough, or instead add cel- 
ery seed. 

For dessert, there might be a 
chocolate cake with a meringue 
topping that is such a favorite in 
one family that it is known as 
“Picnic Cake.” Perhaps this is 
because the batter is baked in a 
deep square pan, then topped with 
a meringue and baked again until 
the meringue is browned. The 
cake is allowed to remain in the 
pan so that it will carry well and 


cut in squares at dessert time. A 
bright aluminum pan will be 
suitable to set on the porch or 
garden table. If the meal is 
served in the dining room, the 
cake may be cut into serving por- 
tions at dessert time.

At first glance it might appear 
that six spades would have been 
a better contract, but the spade 
slam could have been defeated 
just as surely as the six-heart 
contract could have been. Against 


spades, with a diamond lead from 
East, North would have to put up 
the diamond ace, lead to the club 
queen and back to dummy in 
hearts, then pitch two diamonds 
on the A-K of clubs. But now, 
when he led a trump to the king, 
East could win and return a club, 
and if West properly ruffed this 
with the spade nine he would 
build another trump trick for his 
partner, 

Leading against the actual 
heart contract, West selected his 


diamond king. Declarer had no 
option about his first plays—he 
had to win the first trick, go to 
the club queen, back to his hand 
with a heart, then perform the 
same act of getting rid of dum- 
my’s diamonds on the top elubs. 
Now he correctly led the spade 
deuce. 

West should have followed suit 
with the nine of spades, to indicate 
cate a double to his partner, but 
he carelessly tossed on the five- 
spot—and East went wrong. Fear- 
ing that South had a singleton 
spade, East took his ace. He re- 
turned the high club, making 
dummy ruff, but this didn’t both- 
er South; he simply overtook 
with the heart jack, drew West’s 
last trump, and went back to 
dummy in spades. 

If West had clarified the spade 
situation, or if East had been a 
little keener in sizing up the state 
of things from the bidding and 
had held up the spade ace for 
one round, declarer would have 
soon found himself in a hopeless 
position.

THE DIFFERENCE between 
those who labor for themselves 
and those who labor for God is 
the difference between a hired 
servant in the house and a son 
or a daughter who works out of 
love for his or her parents.

So long as a man’s work is 
merely the carrying out of an- 
other’s orders it will tend to 
become mechanical and me- 
thodical. But the moment a man 
becomes identified in - spirit 
with his work, the moment the 
work becomes the expression of 
the great idea and the instru- 
ment of sympathy and affec- 
tion, above all, when it takes 
on the character of a passion 
or an enthusiasm, it overleaps 
all mechanical bounds. 


OUR BLESSED LORD had 
no word of thanks for the grum- 
bling slave who grudges the 


service at table after the day’s 
ploughing. Those who love the 
master never even think of sac- 
rifice. Nothing can be called a 
sacrifice which is simply paid 
back as a small part of a debt 
which is owed to God and 
which never can be repaid. 

The very moment we grow 
complacement about our work, 
our work spoils in our hands. 
We begin to think of ourselves 
instead of our work, of the 
wonders that we have achieved 
instead of the toils that lie be- 
fore us and how best we can 
discharge them. :

HONESTY OF INTENTION, 
purity and sincerity of motives, 
the cheerfulness with which we 
address ourselves to our work 
counts more before God than 
the amount of work that we do.

HE article I started to dis- 
T cuss in Monday’s column— 
which appeared in the Chi- 
cago Tribune—goes on to take 
up, in connection with the Hu- 
man Rights Commission’s ef- 
forts to write two covenants— 
one on social and economic 
rights, and one on political and 
civil rights—a petition that has 
been received by the United 
Nation’s agency asking “the 
right of incurable sufferers to 
euthanasia, or merciful death.” 
The writer states this was 
signed by several thousand 
Britains and Americans.. He 
does not bother to reveal that 
there are thousands of petitions 
in the files of the Commission 
on Human Rights in the U.N, 
because there is no authoriza- 
tion for this agency to deal with 
any petitions. There are peti- 
tions, for instance, against vari- 
ous Governments—amiong them 
against the Soviet Union and 
some against the United States. 
* * ” 


BUT THERE IS no authoriza- 


tion for the Human Rights 
Commission, as such, to do any- 
thing more than was set down 
as its work, namely, the draw- 
ing up first of the Declaration 
of Human Rights, which has 
been done. The declaration is 
something similar to our own 
Declaration of Independence—a 
statement of standards and as- 
pirations for the people of the 
world as.a whole instead of 
dealing with individual nations. 

Naturally, the level of attain- 
ment is different in different 
nations, but these goals were 
set down as common standards 
and common aspirations, and 
the declaration has no legal 
binding value. No government 
accepting the declaration is ob- 
ligated to change its laws. All 
it has to do is to strive to attain 
thesé standards and to acquaint 


what {fs in the declaration. 
The second piece of work 
given to the Human Rights 
Commission was’ the writing of 
a covenant or covenants, to be 
written in the form of treaties. 
Therefore, they would be legally 
binding on such states as ac- 
cepted them and ratified them . 
according to their constitutional 
processes.

FOR US in the United States 
that means that if our Governe 
ment votes for one or both of 
the covenants now being drafted 
in the Human Rights Commis- 
sion, those covenants will be 
presented to the Senate for rati- 
fication in the way any other 
treaty is presented to the Sen- 
ate. Without question, the Sen- 
ate will consider these treaties 
with care. and if there is any« 
thing unconstitutional in them 
they will either not ratify or 
they Will ratify in part, with 
reservations. a 

The fear of Senator John W 
Bricker (Rep.), Ohio, that the 
Senate will accept an wnco 
tutional treaty seems rather ill- 
founded in view of the histor? 
of the Senate’s action on treaties 
in the past. Bricker is not the 
only one who has been cone 
cerned and alert to the obliga- 
tions of the Senate not to rat 
an unconstitutiona] treaty, 


Our record on treaties rati« 
fied is not one of recklessness, 
In fact, some of our Secretaries 
of State, including John Hay, 
have remarked that perhaps the 
Senate -was. slightly overcau- 
tious. So, I think Bricker need 
not fear that the Senate will 
suddenly develop looseness in 
regard to its serious responsi- 
bilities where treaties are con- 
cerned.
